Canada Is Keeping Step 


Canadians will be gratified and cheer- 
ed by the appreciation expressed by Prime 
Minister Chamberlain for the contribution 
Canada is making to the Allied cause. This 
is the latest of many clear intimations 
that the course followed and the progress 
made in building up our fighting forces 
and in utilizing our economic resources 
for war purposes is satisfactory to the 
Allied authorities. It} confirms as well 
the hopes and confidence among our own 
people, who have had every reason to be- 
lieve the part Canada is taking is that best 
calculated to make victory certain. 

Team play is the only method by which 
the Allied powers can prosecute the war 
with assurance of success. Each must 
know what the others are doing, and can 
do to the best advantage. Uninterrupted 
consultation and corelated action are vital. 
That is the basis on which Canada’s war 
program has been planned and is being 
carried out. The substance of it is that 
Canada “will be there,” with the men or 
the goods as required, at the appointed 
time and place. Detailed information 
cannot be made public as to why this, that 
or the other thing is done or is not done; 
but again we have assurance from the 
highest quarter that Canada is keeping 
step. 


It Couldn’t Be Done 


Dr. Manion continues to entertain his 
audiences with talk about forming a 
“national” government including the 
“best brains” of all parties; cheerfully. 

.ignoring the point that his hearers know 
as well as he does that he could do nothing 
of the kind, even supposing the voters 
were minded to put him on the spot by 
telling him to go ahead and do it. 

He could not include the “best brains” 
of ’the Liberal party, because they would 
not join him, and also because they are the 
men he says do not know how to run the 
war. Mr. Woodworth has just said the 
C.C.F., party would take no part in a 
“national” government, so members of 
that party would also be unavailable. 

This narrows the field down to the 
Conservative party and the New Democ- 
racy, unless Dr. Manion chose to take in 
the Communists, in addition to hand- 
picked and publicly unknown men of no 
fixed political opinions. However a com- 
bination of that kind could be described, 
it could by no sort of camouflage be in- 
vested with even the appearance of a 
“national” administration. 

In a peace-time election campaign, it 
might be pardonable to regale the public 
with fantastic tales about the possibility 
of creating a “national” 
.of elements representing less than half the 
population. In war-time there are more 
Serious matters to be thought about. 


A Western Representative 

Col. J. A. Cross of Regina has been ap- 
pointed chief of the board of transport 
commissioners, better known under its 
former name of the Dominion railway 
commission. This the first time a 
western man has been made head of this 
important body. The new chairman is a 
lawyer, has resided in Saskatchewan for 
very many years, and thus has first-hand 
knowledge of transportation facilities and 
costs as these affect western conditions 
and interests. 

The new appointment may be sup- 
posed to be something more than casual 
recognition that it is time this position 
was held by a westerner. It is in this 
“half” of the Dominion the most of Can- 
ada's railway “problems” originated and 
exist. Because western people are a long 
way from the sea, must market their chief 
product beyond the sea, and import their 
manufactured goods largely from great 
distances, railways and other means of 
transport are vital to them, and the ser- 
vices given and rates charged have direct 
and serious bearing on both their incomes 
and their purchases. 

It is therefore a matter of real con- 
cern to the west that the body which has 
to do with the regulation of transport 
should have among its members one well 
qualified to keep the wesctern view-point 
before it. Of particular concern at a time 
when transportation here is in a state of 
transition, and the roles to be played by 
railway, highway carrier and airplane 
must be determined and corelated.

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To Berlin Via Viadivostock 


The Mexican port of Manzanillo is 
working up quite a trade with Russia. 
United States copper is imported and ship- 
ped thence, along with Mexican lead, on 
Soviet freighters bound for Vladivostock, 
From that port the metals go over the 
Trans-Siberian railway to Russian muni- 
tions factories or to Germany, to be used 
against the Finns or the Allies as the case 
may be. The shipments are paid for out 
of $5,600.000 of Russian gold recently de- 
livered at New York. 

As the United States has not embar- 
goed copper shipments to Mexico, or to 
Russia or Germany, the trade is open and 
above-board so far as it is concerned. The 
Soviet and Nazi agents in the United 
States apparently think it is better to ship 
the metal to Mexico than to send it 
direct, as less likely to arouse public feel- 
ing and bring on a demand for official 
action. Russia’s onslaught on Finland is 
deservedly unpopular in the United States, 
and Germany’s alliance with the Soviet 
in an attack on world democracy has no 
better claim to general favor there. 


If this whole manoeuvre was not a 
scheme to hoodwink the Allies and dodge 
patrol cruisers, the Soviet ships might 
as well sail from Mexican ports direct to 
Russia. The route is far shorter and 
transportation costs would be less. The 
reason they don’t take the shorter route 
is that they would be intercepted and the 
copper and lead would wind up in Britain 
or France. 


Ignoring possible eventualities now 
that Manzanillo has obligingly released 
the news, it is obvious that copper and lead 
must be scarce in Russia and Germany 
Since it is being imported by this circuit- 
ous route at heavy cost. 


German warships having rounded up 
a couple of Greek steamers en route to 
Egypt with cargoes of timber from Swed- 
en, a Hamburg court obligingly decided 
that Germany is at war with Egypt, there- 
fore entitled to keep the timber. For some 
reason the court did not also decide the 
Reich was at war with Greece, and the 
ships were allowed to depart. 


Norwegian sailors through their or- 
ganizations informed their foreign min- 
ister they are not going to be chased off 
the sea but “May urge our members not to 
sail in ships carrying cargoes to that 
belligerent nation which has set itself the 
proud war aim of murdering defenceless 
seamen.” The minister probably won't 
forward that protest. It wouldn't do any 
good if he did. And Berlin is in no frame 
of. mind to risk what might happen if it 
heard the truth thus bluntly stated with 
official sanction.

‘The night I saw the skiers fly through the 
air, other men were searching the skies to see 
Venus and Jupiter like a pair of heavenly twins 
in seeming contact with each other. These silent 
planets to whom the ancients gave the names 
and attributes of pagan gods have looked down 
on many a scene of blood- 
shed and cruelty on earth 
since they were set upon 
their courses. In their pale 
eyes mankind is still in its infancy, Even as men 
reckon time, it is but yesterday since Copernicus 
gave the world the key of modern astronomy, 
outmoding the Ptolemaic system that regarded 
the earth as the centre of the universe. Today 
astronomers are considering the “cosmic dent” 
in the smaller Megellanic Cloud, theorizing 
that hundreds of millions of years ago it collided 
with our own home galaxy, the Milky Way, caus- 
ing millions of giant stars larger than our own 
sun to be knocked out of the main body of the 
smaller Magellanic Cloud to become a sort of 
“tail” to the galaxy. Prof. Shapley of the Har- 
vard Observatory, after a photometric survey of 
31,000 galaxies in the Southern sky, reports a 
distribution of matter in space to a distance of 
100,000,000 light year. (A light year is 6,000 bil- 
lion miles). Doesn’t it make our little sorrows, 
aspirations and ambitions shrink into insignifi- 
cance, to contemplate the universe. 


FIGURES MAKE 
THE BRAIN REEL 


When Columbus set sail for the unknown 
West, his men still believed in the Ptolemaic 
astronomy, fearing they would drop over a pre- 
cipice into space. An expedition of American 
scientists has just returned after a four months 
trip from Cadiz, following the courses and land- 
falls mentioned in the loys of 
Columbus and the notes by 
his son. They conclude that 
the Genoese captain was a 
great and truthful navigator. He knew little of 
celestial navigation but was good on dead reck- 
oning. Like modern submarine commanders, he 

igated “by guess and by God.” They found 
the birds and the Gulf weed, and the three hills 
ef Tobago as Columbus described them. Even 
the place where Columbus tells of the rigging 
being brushed by the trees they found in Split 
Hill Passage near Chiriqui Lagoon in Panama. 

And now for the darker side of the story. 
The London Times reports a cruel occurrence at 
the University of Cracow in Poland, where 
Copernicus pursued his studies. Members of 
the teaching staff of the university were re- 
cently bidden by the Nazi conquerors to attend 
a conference at which a German professor was 
to explain the German attitude towards Polish 
scientists.

Among them were scholars of the 
highest distinction. 

The universities of Great Britain have sent 
exrpessions of protest at this brutal action, 
devoid of military justification, wantonly aimed 
to destroy the culture and learning of the Polish 
people, The Senate of the University of Leeds 
expresses the hope that the University of 
Crocow will at the close of the war be restored 
to its former position as a distinguished centre 
of learning. This much the civilized world owes 
the memory of Copernicus and the university 
that formed the cradle of his studies. The pro- 
gress of menta] culture would give way to the 
reign of brute force if Nazism could succeed in 
its aim to enslave the world.

Two hundred and thirty years ago today 
(February 26, 1710) there died in a humble home 
in the then very smal] Montreal one of the 
greatest explorers North America—Daniel 
Greysolon DuLhut. His accomplishments fitted 
him to rank with LaSalle, Hennepin, Marquette, 
Joliet, because he discovered for France much 
of what is now the central States, and espe- 
cially those bordering on Lake Superior. He 
came to Canada in 1662 as a soldier, but was 
returned to France to fight in Flanders. 

Back in Canada in 1864 he made Montreal) his 
headquarters, travelling south and west and 
studying the Indian languages. But ir, 1678 he 
travelled to the Sault where he took possession 
for the king of France. Pressing on, he even- 
tually reached the head of Lake Supevior, where 
a city now bears his name, anglicized as Duluth, 
There he not only built up a great trading or- 
ganization, but made friends with the Indians 
who pledged themselves to trade with France.

Example of the Finns 


The Finnish people, as well as the Finnish 
armies, have given a performance that entitles 
them to receive promptly, and not merely at 
the convenience of others, such help as the out- 
side world is prepared to give them, whether 
that help takes the form of loans for “non-muni- 
tions,” munitions themselves, volunteers or con- 
tributions for relief. 

No people ever came through a bitter ordeal 
with a finer record. From the start they faced 
the fact that the longer their armies fought and 
the more damage they did to the prestige of the 
invader, the more terrible would be their pun- 
ishment in defeat. They have not let that pros- 
pect rob them of their courage, They have not 
lost their fire or their self-restraint. 

To the bravery of their own troops they have 
responded with quiet sacrifice. To the cheap 
taunts and the vicious slander of the Kremlin 
they have replied with dignity. To the outside 
world they have given an example of democracy 
as every democrat must hope to find it in the 
hour of its trial: resourceful, self-reliant, gener- 
ous, determined.

That 800,000 Army 


Despite official statistics and facts about 
which no fair-minded person’ is inclined to 
quarrel, a section of the opposition press per- 
sists in trying to convince the public that Can- 
ada’s war effort is based on a half-hearted or 
half-way policy. The morning paper has joined 
the small chorus and, presumably, still contends 
that “if Canada’s war effort were commensurate 
proportionately with that of Great Britain, this 
country would have made preparations to have 
800,000 men under arms before the end of the 
present year.” 

This figure, incidentally, is worth more than 
perfunctory consideration if only to reveal how 
fantastic our contemporary’s suggestion appears 
in the cold light of realities. For example: The 
latest estimate of Canada’s population is 11,300,- 
000—fairly evenly divided between male and 
female—and of this number, at the end of 1938, 
there were 3,210,000 persons between the ages 
of 18 and 34 years gainfully employed. Of these, 
1,638,000 were males and 1,579,000 were females. 
The figures quoted are those compiled by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics and have no other 
significance save their vital statistical value. 

In other. words, using the 1938 total] of males 
between the ages of 18 and 34—the miljtary age 
period—there are 1,638,000 gainfully employed. 
They work on the farms, in the mines, in the 
fishing grounds, in the woods, and in the fac- 
tories. "Will it be seriously suggested that half of 
this total of the cream of the nation’s productive 
power be taken from their tasks and put into 
uniforms before the end of the present year? If 
the morning paper still thinks so, will it tell the 
electors: 

What would become of Canadian rural and 
urban industry in the meantime? How would 
Britain and France like to be told that our prin- 
cipal exports for the next 12 months would be 
composed of men in uniform that would require 
a few dozen ships a month to carry them across 
the Atlantic? And how about the vital supplies 
—of all kinds—with which this country must 
furnish the Allies if the war is to be won?— 
Victoria Daily Times.

In about fifty per cent of the 
cases, the disturbance of the coion 
is accompanied by digestive symp- 
toms such as excessive gas, feelings 
of pressure or fullness, belching, 
nausea, occasional vomiting, poor 
appetite, and so on.
